REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -24 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The feature 
of independent claims 1 and 14 directed towards allowable subject matter are the first 
and second measuring device which apply a reference signal and determines a 
measured value in combination with a monitoring device which determines and signals 
a malfunction of the input device. Babb et al. teaches of compensation system and 
method for a touch sensor panel, as shown in figures 6-11, which is similar to the 
applicant's claimed invention because it performs similar functions, but fails to teach of 
said claimed features. None of the cited prior art of record remedies what is lacking in 
Babb et al.. Therefore said features of claims 1 and 14 in combination with the other 
limitations of the claims makes them allowable over the prior art of record. Claims 1-24 
are therefore allowed over the prior art of record. The IDS filed on 8/2/2006 has been 
considered.
